injured in vehicle collision

Nicole Adamchik and Kristan 
Bradley, well known across Central 
Alberta for delivering the Coffee News 
to restaurants and cafes, were ii\jured 
Oct. 9 in a motor vehicle collision 
south of Didsbury on Highway 2A at 
the intersection with Westcott Road. 

The two women, ages 24 and 29, 
were returning to Didsbury from a 
delivery run to Carstairs at the end of 
their work week. 

The car they were travelling in 
T-boned a pickup truck that ran a stop 
sign when it entered the highway from 
Twp. Rd. 310 which is also known as 
Westcott Road, according to Didsbury 
RCMP officers 

Bradley was the most-seriously hurt 
with severe head and neck injuries that 
have left her in a coma in a Calgary 


hospital at press time, a family friend 
confirmed. 

She was transported by ambulance 
to Didsbury hospital, stabilized then 
taken to Calgary by STARS air ambu¬ 
lance. 

Adamchik suffered soft tissue dam¬ 
age, internal bleeding, a back ii\jury 
and whiplash, was taken directly 
to Calgary and has returned to her 
Didsbury home where she is recover¬ 
ing, said her sister and business part¬ 
ner Melynda Crampton. 

Adamchik, who is also a member of 
the Didsbury Municipal Ubrary board, 
and Crampton own a Coffee News 
franchise that produces and deliv¬ 
ers editions for Didsbury, Carstairs, 
Crossfield, Airdrie, Hanna Three Hills, 
and several other Central Alberta com¬ 
munities. 

“Nicole and Kristan drive 700 to 
1,000 kilometres each week delivering 
the News,” Crampton said. 


Adamchik delivers and Crampton 
sells the advertising. 

Bradley drives for Adamchik and is 
her careworker to assist in managing 
her developmental disability. 

Amanda Kendze was driving south 
on Highway 2A around 3:30 p.m. on 
Oct. 9 when she saw the truck drive in 
front of the car that was travelling in 
front of her. 

“I noticed a white truck driving very 
fast on Westcott, eastbound. I started 
slowing down as 1 doubted he would 
make that stop sign in time," said 
Kendze. 

“His vehicle didn’t slow down at all, 
blew through the stop sign and hit a 
red car travelling north on the 2A. I 
hit the brakes in time to stay out of 
the collision, but the driver of the car 
likely didn't even see him coming and 
had no time to react." 

Both vehicles went airborne and 
landed in the ditch on the east side of 


Highway 2A. She called 911 from her 
vehicle with her three young children 
inside. 

She said several other drivers stopped 
as soon as they approached the acci¬ 
dent to help the people involved. 

Kendze said she was thankful to 
make it home with her three children. 

“It was pretty traumatic for the kids 
as they could hear the impact and saw 
the collision directly in front of us.” 

Alcohol is believed to be a factor 
in the collision, police said in news 
release. 

Didsbury RCMP Detachment com¬ 
mander Sgt. Kimberley Pasloske 
declined to identify the man involved 
in the collision but said he will face 
criminal charges after forensic work 
on the vehicles is completed. 

“Nicole is in p;un and we are con¬ 
cerned about the whiplash and the 
cracked vertebrae," said Crampton. 

“She faces a long recovery period."

A tip from the public about a suspicious 
vehicle in Carstairs last week led to the arrest 
of two individuals who were carrying stolen 
property. 

Shawn Press, a community peace officer in 
Carstairs, pulled the vehicle over on Highway 
2A south of Highway 581 on the morning of Oct.

For the electrical con¬ 
tract, C.D.C. had one 
deadline to bid, Heck 
Electric had another 
and the winning bidder 
a third. 

“I don’t blame 
Provincial Steel 
Buildings; they have 
the contract and will do 
what he wants (to fulfill 
it)," said Wimmer. 

“I blame the town 
for not requiring that 
Provincial Steel con¬ 
tract locally for the 
trades," said Kirk. 

The town also erred 
in telling the contractor 
in advance of the bid 
that it had $4 million for 
the project. 

Normally the budget 
is not disclosed to the 
bidders. 

“If you go to a con¬ 
tractor and say we have 
$4 million, can you do 
the job for $4 million, of 
course he’s going to say, 
‘yes’." said Wimmer. 

The town should dis¬ 
close the three bidders, 
if there were three, and 
the tender with the 
details of the specifica¬ 
tions, said Waiting.

Town council asked 
its administration Oct 
13 to report on the 
fire hall tendering pro¬ 
cess after three self- 
described “squeaky 
wheel" trades contract¬ 
ors raised questions 
during the gallery ques¬ 
tion period at council’s 
regular meeting. 

Eric Kirk, who owns 
C.D.C. Electric Services, 
came to council with 
David Waiting owner 
of Heck Electric and 
Brian Wimmer, owner 
of Weaner’s Plumbing 
and Heating. 

Kirk said he and 
Waiting are just two 
of 12 electricians in 
Didsbury and their two 
companies employ 18 
people, 16 of who live in 
Didsbury and pay taxes, 
but groceries and spend 
their money locally. 

Little of the $4 million 
is staying in the county 
and virtually none is 
remaining in Didsbury 
where it could be re¬ 
spent here supporting 
other businesses. 

“Why not spend the 
(fire hall) money local¬ 
ly?" asked Kirk.

VVlien Jose Bautista crushed his massive two-run 
homer last week in the bottom of the seventh inning 
to rally the Toronto Blue Jays towards a series¬ 
ending victory against the Texas Rangers it was for 
sports fans, the serious or even bandwagon ones, a 
defining moment. 

Decades from now many of these fans will regale 
others on where they were on Oct. 14, 2015 when 
Bautista knocked ‘er out, and notoriously flipped and 
tossed his bat to the ire of every Ranger fan. 

The same type of moment 
can be said for Joe Carter’s 
three-run home run in the 
bottom of the ninth inning 
of Game 6 of the 1993 
World Series. It was, before 
Bautista’s shot, the last great 
moment for Canada’s only 
remaining m;\jor league base¬ 
ball team. 

But the Blue Jays were 
expected to win it all that 
year. This season was differ¬ 
ent. The Jays started slowly, 
and then turned it on in the 
dog days of summer. Suddenly 
baseball in Canada was fun again. The dreariness of 
mediocre Blue Jay teams for more than two decades 
after Carter’s historic shot had ended. And mixed 
in those wasted two decades was the loss of the 
scribbler’s beloved Montreal Expos to Washington, a 
city that has no business owning Canada’s first ever 
major league team, not to mention the memories of 
Rusty Staub - the incomparable Le Grand Orange, 
Gary Carter and Andre Dawson. 

But now we have a precious new moment to hold 
onto - Bautista's shot heard round the entire Great 
White North. 

The moment took me back to the 1964 World 
Series between the New York Yankees and St. Louis 
Cardinals. Both teams were brilliant that year. The 
Cardinals had the great Bob Gibson on the mound 
but the pinstripers were truly special. They had 
Whitey Ford on the mound, and a host of warriors 
to provide the offence. But no one on either team 
had any player that could match The Mick - Mickey 
Mantle, the Yankees legendary slugger in centre field. 
He was my first all-time sports hero, from a time 
when sport superstars played solely for the love of 
the game. 

It was more than half a century ago I was glued to 
the old black and white television for Game 6 of the 
1964 World Series. It was a game the Yankees had to 
win as the Cardinals were leading the best of seven 
series three games to two. In the top of the sixth 
inning the Yankees came to the plate with the game 
tied 1-1. But then Roger Maris steps up for New 
York and he nails a slow curve ball off Cardinals 
pitcher Curt Simmons. The Yankees are ahead. 

The next batter is The Mick and he crushes a home 
run to right centre. For a starry-eyed seven-year-old 
this was a big deal. His hero had magically created 
a moment just for him. Yes, there was true joy in 
the proverbial Mudville of a kid's frenetic mind. The 
Yankees went on the win the g;une but ultimately lost 
game seven and the World Series. It didn’t matter. 

A half century later, no matter how thrilling 
Bautista’s homer was. it still had to measure against 
the memory of The Mick. And that is OK. Baseball is 
truly back.

I said, " You do know that you are 40 minutes late 
for picking us up? " He just shrugged his shoulders 
and looked away! No explanation or apology was 
ever forthcoming from him, not then or later, to the 
50 seniors that he was paid by to take them on a 
scenic tour to Kananaskis Country, for the horrible 
state of the windows or for being considerably late.

Council approves 
Parkland Regional 
Library Board budget

Didsbury town council 
has approved the $3 mil¬ 
lion Parkland Regional 
Library Board operating 
budget for 2016, a two 
per cent increase from 
$2.9 million in 2015. 

The town will pay a 
$7.88 per capita assess¬ 
ment or approximately 
$38,600, as its share of 
the cost of the regional 
system. In 2015 it paid 
$7.73 per capita. 

Council will see the 
cost again in its annual 
budget, which is in the 
early stage of prepara¬ 
tion by the administra¬ 
tion. 

In 2016, Parkland 
expects receive an 
annual grant of $9611,195 
and a rural library ser¬ 
vice grant of $428,077 as 
well as membership fees 
of $1,637,910 from the 
municipalities in the sys¬ 
tem including Didsbury. 

For the budget to 
take effect it requires 
the approval of member 
municipalities and the 


endorsement process 
starts ahead of most 
municipal budgeting 
processes in case some 
members don’t approve 
and more lobbying is 
needed to persuade the 
dissidents to change 
their minds. 

Parkland Regional 
Library director Ronald 
Sheppard offered to 
attend the Didsbury 
town council meeting if 
necessary, however the 
budget is well-supported 
by councillors and his 
presence wasn’t neces¬ 
sary. 

Director Inez Kosinski 
said the Didsbury library 
relies on Parkland staff 
for collaborative services 
from book and materi¬ 
als transfers between 
member libraries and 
cataloguing of books to 
laminating of book cov¬ 
ers. 

“It’s economies of 
scale,” said Kosinski. 

“We can do things with 
the collaboration that 
we’d have to hire addi¬ 
tional staff to do, at a 
much greater cost.”

This sale follows the 
acquisition of Kingman REA by FortisAlberta, also recently approved by the AUC. 

"Selling VNM REA's electricity system assets to FortisAlberta is the most appropriate 
course of action for our members," says Richard Hadley, President, VNM REA. 

"We are proud of our long history and what we have accomplished, however, times 
have changed and our membership understands the enormous complexity of 
running an REA. We are selling our assets to a trusted partner and a qualified and 
reliable electricity utility and this was overwhelmingly supported by our members." 

FortisAlberta has a long-standing relationship with VNM REA and has partnered 
with them to operate their electricity distribution system for 65 years. "It has 
been a privilege to serve the VNM REA members since 1950 and work alongside 
the VNM REA Board of Directors throughout this process," says Phonse Delaney, 
President and CEO, FortisAlberta "We appreciate the overwhelming show of 
support from VNM members and we look forward to continuing to provide safe 
and reliable electricity distribution service to them as customers of FortisAlberta"

Didsbury town council 
decided Oct. 13 that 16th 
Street north of 22nd Ave. 
doesn't need additional 
street control for traf¬ 
fic generated by Reimer 
Plaza businesses includ¬ 
ing Tim Hortons and the 
Centex gas station. 

However the town will 
build a sidewalk along 
16th Ave. to improve ped¬ 
estrian safety. 

The decision came 
after bylaw officers con¬ 
ducted a study of the traf¬ 
fic problem in the 22nd 
Ave. area and made a 
report to council. 

The businesses 
attracting higher traffic 
volumes along the resi¬ 
dential street opened in 
2013 and 2014. 

The town study of traf¬ 
fic and pedestrian vol¬ 
umes, vehicle speeds and 
commercial truck use 
in violation of the truck 
route bylaw was con¬ 
ducted after 16th Street 
residents brought their 
own traffic count to the 
Sept. 9 council meeting. 

The residents com¬ 
plained about increased 
traffic volumes, speeds, 
pedestrian safety and 
illegal conunercial traffic- 
in the residential area 

The residents disputed 
a department of public 
works traffic count dur¬ 
ing the summer because 


it did not include the 
peak time of 6 - 9 am., 
when early-morning 
commuters use the Tim 
Hortons double-queue 
drive-through. 

They complained that 
the traffic count equip¬ 
ment was not installed 
until the public works 
crew’s workday began. 

After the residents’ 
count was presented, 
council asked munici- 
p;il enforc ement to do a 
more thorough study. 

The bylaw officers bor¬ 
rowed a RADAR data 
collection unit from 
Carstairs that counts traf¬ 
fic and records its speed. 
Using the RADAR unit, 
they monitored the street 
for three days then ran¬ 
domly for a week. 

They recorded traffic 
of 113 vehicles and 10 
pedestrians per hour. 

The average traffic 
speed was 38 kilometres 
per hour (km/hr) and the 
85th percentile, used to 
judge whether drivers 
are respecting the speed 
limit, was 47 km/hr. The 
speed limit on 16th Street 
is 50 km/hr. 

Although the bylaw 
officers expected com¬ 
mercial truck traffic 
short-cutting along 16th 
Street none was recorded 
during the study period. 

Using the Manual of 
Uniform Traffic Control 
adopted by council in 
2007 as a reference to 


guide, the bylaw officers 
did not reconunend addi¬ 
tional stop signs includ¬ 
ing a four-way stop. 

They also recom¬ 
mended against reducing 
the speed limit, a local 
traffic-only restriction 
and creating a playground 


speed zone because of 
the lawn bowling club. 

Lawn bowling is an 
adult activity and an eight- 
foot fence surrounds it, 
so a playgroiuid zone is 
inappropriat e administ ra- 
tors told council. 

Coun. Gail Nowlan 


asked if council could 
over-ride the manual, and 
was told it could do so. 

In the end, however, it 
did not, and accepted the 
report recommendation 
to build a new sidewalk 
between 20th Avenue 
and Highway 582. 


Coun. Lavar Adams 
said that additional traf¬ 
fic generated by new 
business is a trade-off 
that Didsbury residents 
must make to balance 
economic growth and 
new development with 
their lifestyle.
